Sec. Zinke claims that monurTients should be small in size but six days ago he issued a staterT>ent 
releasing Grand-Canyon Parashant from the review list, a monument of more than a million acres. 

By taking Grand-Canyon Parashant off the list, there are now five monuments safe from reduction, 
including Upper Missouri River Breaks in his home state of Montana.
